I'm wondering if anyone can give me some information on how to use the 
Triplett model 3413 tube tester with tubes not on the roll chart. 


It measures the cathode emission by connecting the grids to the plate and 
measuring the current with the tube operating as a diode. From what I can 
tell the switches in the up position tie the grids to the plate based upon 
the pin number. The down switches tie one end of the filament to the cathode. 


What I can't figure out is how the switch labelled A-circuit position is 
determined (1 to 4) and how the C-load potentiometer's position is 
determined. I would like to be able to figure these out from the tube 
manual data. 


I know it is not a great tube tester, but it is what I have to use until I 
can come across a better one.

Don't know about the artical but: 


AM transmissions are subject to the same 1500 watts PEP output as 
any other station. The grandfather clause allowing 1000 Watts input 
with full modulation was rescinded by the FCC in the late 80s. 


A fully modulated AM station can run a carrier of approximately 300 
watts carrier output. Full modulation should add 1200 (4 times carrier 
level) watts of audio to the radiated envelope on peaks. So called 
super madulated stations would have to run reduced carrier to prevent 
excesSive power output which, under no circumstances, can exceed 1500 w 
PEP. 


Many people will argue with these figures (I have heard some say 
load to 750 watts input and some say the same as ouput) but these 4 to 1 


power increase on fully modulated carriers are traditional values that 
hold up when tested with a commercial terminating 50 ohm Bird watt 
meter. Without a watt meter in the line for monitoring one might load 
to an input of 400 watts (with an assumed 75 % efficiency for Class C 
service = 300 watts carrier) and be within regulations. Suddenly, the 
Viking Valiant becomes a big boy on the band.

Well, reading your message I have found an interesting point: 


>There is a sticker on the back of the unit with a number 55752052, but 
>this doesn't sound like an SP-600 serial number. 


My unit is NOT a VLF version, but it lacks also the usual plate on the 
tuner cover (there are holes on it but I can't see any proof of a previous 
label been there). 


But the interesting thing is that in the back panel it has a label with 
this code: 54609257 . As you can see, it is similar (same digits) to yours. 
I wonder also what does it mean. My unit has NOT "black beauties" but disc 
ceramics. It seems made in 1965, as lots of capacitors show that year. You 
can read more about my unit in my WEB pages in the section devoted to it 
(address at my signature). I maintain also a list of SP-600 units, with its 
serial number, model and some user's comments (it is also in the WEB 
pages). Perhaps you can get some info from it. 


Please, if you get any info about the eight digit code, let me know.
